Madison dismisses 
58 teachers, staff

‘MADISON — In_ accordance 
with the Illinois School Code, 
District 12 honorably dismissed 
29 teachers and 29.other person- 
nel members at a public hearing 
Friday night 

The district employs 97 
‘teachers, including administra- 
tion, and 56 staff members. 

‘The board has made no firm 
decision as to who will or will 
not be rehired,” John Hamm III, 
board president, said. 

The district joined some 190 
others on the Illinois State Board 
of Education’s financial watch 
list in February and has been 
seeking ways off it ever since, 
Hamm said. . 

“Cutting out everything would 
only further decline enrollment 
and the tax base,"’ Hamm said. 
“People would say ‘There’s noth- 
ing to offer the kids here’ and 
they would go somewhere else." 

Hamm said the board will soon 
present a modified program, fol- 
lowing cuts. 

Superintendent Dan Kostencki 
described the district as “pers 
sonnel top-heavy” but said that 
is as it should be in education. 

Kostencki blamed state legis- 
lators for many of the budgetary 

blems and urged the 25 mem- 

-audience to contact them. 

“They (legislators) are hold- 
ing up and not being responsive 
to’ the needs of education,’’ Kos- 
tencki said. ‘It’s not just in

Venice votes 
accepting new 
insurance plan

VENICE — In its continu 
ing effort to cut its budget def- 
icit, the City Council has unan- 
imously agreed to switch to a 
different insurance plan for 
approximately 60 city employ- 
ees 

The old plan was no longer 
being offered by the city’s cur- 
rent insurance company, Prin- 
cipal Mutual Life Insurance 
Ca. of Des Moines, Iowa. 

A representative of the com- 
pany, Lawrence A. Blumen- 
feld of Clayton, Mo., presented 
three alternative plans to the 
mayor and the council. At his 
recommendation, the council 
adopted the cheapest one of 
the three. 

The new plan will save the 
city about $52,000 a year on 
insurance premiums. Details 
of the new plan include a 
directory of doctors and hospi- 
tals which employees can uti- 
lize to lower their total medi- 
cal bills and improve their 
percentage of coverage. 

Mayor Tyrone Echols said 
that insurance costs for the 
city had doubled since 1975. 
He said the new plan was still 
too costly for the financially 
strapped city, and exploring 
‘the possibility of getting cov- 
erage through the Iilinois 
Municipal League. 

He said the plan is the same 
adopted several months ago 
by Madison.

Madison Co. Federal 
insolvent, stays open

GRANITE CITY — Madison County Federal Savings & Loan 
Association was placed into conservatorship Thursday morning by 
the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corp 

But the institution is in no danger of folding, and deposits (both 
principal and interest) remain insured up to $100,000 per account, 
an FSLIC spokesman said. 

“It’s absolutely business as usual,’’ said the spokesman, Signe 
Allen. She said an oversight team is in place, headed by an agent 
from the Federal Deposit Insurance Carp., and the firm will con- 
tinue usual operations. 

“There has been no interruption in ser 
she said 

“‘We knew we were on the list. We just didn't know when it was 
going to happen,"’ Madison County Federal President Paul Sodko 
sai 

The arrangement is only an extension of the agreement the 
savings and loan has had with the Federal Home Loan Bank for a 
year and a half, he said. The Home Loan Bank supervises savings 
and loans and has been working closely with Madison County 
Federal due to a series of operating losses. 

“The only difference I see between ni and before is we have 
another layer on our management chart,’ Sodko said 

Allen said the savings and loan, which has four offices in Madi- 
son County, had assets of $136 million at the end of 1988, with 
deposits of $131 million in 23,000 accounts. She said the S&L was 
“not severely insolyent’’ but had a ‘negative net worth of approxi- 
mately 2.9 percent."" 

She emphasized the untruth of rumors that had been circulating 
around town saying that only principal was insured. ‘That is not 
true,” she said. “Principal and interest both are insured up to 
$100,000."" 

The cause of the institution's problem was had (unproductive) 
loans in the Southwest, particularly in Texas, she said. The ailing 
oil industry in Texas ‘and Oklahoma has thrown the economy of the 
entire Southwest into a tailspin in the last few years, she added 

In the future, Madison County Federal ‘will probably focus 
more on traditional lending,” such as family mortgages and con- 
sumer loans, Allen said. Under deregulation, some savings and 
Joans have branched out into a greater variety of loans 

Nationally, a large portion of the whole S&L. industry has been 
in trouble in recent months, she said. Many firms have merged, 
under federal prodding 

Madison County Federal was one of 44 S&Ls where the federal 
government intervened Thursday, including Midwest Home Feder- 
al Savings Bank in Belleville and Home Federal Savings and Loan 
Association of Centralia. ¥ 

Madison County Federal’s main office is at 3600 Nameoki Road, 
It also operates in Collinsville, Edwardsville and Troy 

Allen stressed that Madison County Federal will continue norma) 
operations. 'Contracted rates on certificates of deposit will also 
remain in effect, she said. 

Allen said Madison County Federal had experienced higher than 
normal withdrawals during February, but nothing that could be 
described as a run on the S&L. 

The managing agent in charge of the oversight team is Richard 
Robley of the FDIC regional office in Indianapolis. 

Madison County Federal reported a relatively normal business 
day Friday, one day after being placed in the federal conservator 
ship program 

The action was taken as a result of the plan President George 
Bush announced last month to help the savings and loan industry,

Meet Joe Clark, the real-life 
subject of ‘“‘Lean On Me’’ (***), 
Clark is played effectively and 
intensely in by Morgan Free- 
man. 

The story begins in 1967, when 
Clark is teaching American his- 
tory in Paterson, N.J. A some- 
what disciplined disciple of 
change, Clark's history tilts 
toward social consciousness. The 
devoted teacher is an ually 
devoted activist on several per- 
sonal and’ political fronts. When 


he becomes embroiled in a bat- - 


tle between the school board and 
the teachers union, Clark leaves 
the high school for a less-de- 
manding, lower-profile job at a 
local grade school. 

For the time being, Clark has 
given up. . 

Twenty years-later, ‘Lean On 
Me" finds Joe quietly going 
about his duties as a grade. 
school teacher while the high 
school he left in 1967 has gone to 
seed. The school is “overrun by 
drug dealers and violent crime. 


: Teachers fear for their lives 


Students are failing to meet 
state minimum literacy stan- 
dards. The hallways have 
become hellways. The mayor of 
Paterson fears a scandal large 
enough to cost him the next elec- 
tion. 

Then the high school superin. 
tendent, played by Robert Guil- 
laume, asks Clark to return to 
his old school. The superinten- 


dent, a lifelong friend of Clark, 
asks him to come back on his 
own terms, with no interference 
from anyone, and turn the high 
school around, not to mention 
save the mayor’s job in the bar, 
“gain. 

What happens next may be the 
most strident case of narcissism 
ever captured on film. Clark is 
not only the new principal, he is 
an unrivaled, overbearing, 


unyielding dictator, a man who . 


would make the Ayatollah 
almost look like St. Francis. 
While Clark brings about the 
change that is required, he also 
makes many mistakes, errors 
that eventually earn him an 
arrest and overnight accommo- 
dations in the Paterson city jail. 

“Lean On Me” is. directed by 
John Avildsen, a director who 
has somewhat specialized in 
such “herd” films as ‘‘Rocky” 
and ‘‘The Karate Kid.”’ But as a 
hero, Clark is no purebred. His 
tactics are Gestapo; hi 
warlike; his feelings 
motives unquestioned 
results remarkable. 

This may be very popular film 
with teen-agers, who seem to be 
lacking leadership and disci- 
pline. This film does not provide 
any clues about the origins of 
Clark, and why he has become 
the man he is, but it clearly

ST. CHARLES COUNTY—The 
National Weather Service is 
ce i its address as fast as 
the weather changes. . 

The weather service will move 
from its current home in St. 
Peters to a new homie near Wel- 
don Spring, where a, new state- 
of-the art radar/computer sys- 
tem will eventually be ipstaled: 

The weather service pans to 
move its personnel and equip- 


ment to a 4,000-square- 
foot build at the University of 
Mis souri Research Park near 
Weldon Spring. 


The Weather Service plans: to 
purchase two acres of land from 
the university near the inter 
change of Highway 40 and 94 for 
nearly $150,000. 

Chief Meteorologist Dennis 
McCarthy said the weather ser 
yice will operate a split facility 
with administrative, forecast and 
some electronic technology cr 
sonnel using the new facility 














not expected to arrive until early 
1991 and weather service offi- 
cials havea target date of fall 
1991 to have the system 
installed, McCarthy said. 

The weather service plans to 
begin construction on the new 
facility in April-depending on the 
weather, McCarthy said. He 
added that construction depends 
on when roads or sewers will be 
built at their new facility. He 
said that they can begin con- 


struction as soon as a road is 
put in the area. 
A new facility is needed 


because the new NEXRAD sys- 
tem is too large for its existing 
facility, McCarthy said. Once 
NEXRAD is installed and check- 
ed, then the existing radar sys- 
tem in St. _Peters would be shut 
down. 

“There won’t really be any 
loss of radar coverage," McCar- 
thy said. ‘‘Any interruption will 
be brief.
